Doctor Blue further reports : 

July 16. A native of California, aged 7 years, died July 15 at Con- 
cord, Contra Costa County, and the findings indicate plague. The 
usual antiplague measures are being taken. 

July 23. The diagnosis of plague in a case at Concord, July 16, has 
been confirmed by bacteriological examination. 

July 25. A woman, aged 24, nativity Portugal, died July 24, in Pre- 
nois Valley, Contra Costa' County, 10 miles from Martinez. Patho- 
logical and bacteriological findings indicate plague. 

July 28. Diagnosis of plague has been confirmed by bacteriological 
examination in the case of a man aged 27 years, nativity California, 
who died July 21 at Oakland.
